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Attacks in

DOG walkers are being attacked by people 
in Ely’s Country Park area and are calling 
on police to “stop turning a blind eye”. 

The Weekly News has received several 
complaints from residents in recent weeks 
who say they are being confronted by 
“aggressive” people when out walking their 
dogs in the Pocket Park and Roswell Pits 
area - mainly early in the morning. 

Police say they are not aware of any inci¬ 
dents, and that local officers regularly 
patrol the area. 

But residents claim at least two local peo¬ 
ple have been attacked for confronting the 
individuals, who they say are using dogs to 
catch hares and rabbits. 

Jeff Alsop, of Ely’s Longchamp Drive, is 
urging police to take action. 

He said: “I walk my dogs in the Pocket 
Park area most days and like the majority of 
us who go there quite early in the morning, 
I am horrified by what’s going on. 

“We are catching people in the mornings 
hare coursing and rabbiting using packs of 
dogs. It’s horrendous. 

“I know of two people, one an elderly man, 
who have been attacked by those responsi¬ 
ble after confronting them. The 
elderly man was punched in the 
nose. 

“The police are aware of what’s 
going on but they are turning a 
blind eye and quite frankly I 
think they are scared. 

“These people need to be dealt 
with before Ely’s open spaces 
become too dangerous for dog 
walkers and families to go. 

“If the police go down there 
early enough in the day they’ll see

for themselves what’s going on.” 

Another resident, who did not want to be 
named through fear of repercussions, con¬ 
tacted the Weekly News to say she had been 
verbally abused in Pocket Park and that she 
had caught two men shooting a goose close 
to Roswell Pits. 

The woman said: “Nothing is being done 
about these people and in the meantime, 
we locals and our environment is being 
made to suffer. 

“I caught two men lurking near the river 
one night and the next thing I heard was a 
loud bang. They’d shot a goose. 

“Fishermen have also told me that it’s 
happening quite a lot and that the birds are 
being shot to eat. 

“These people are also being abusive to 
dog walkers like myself and it’s not on. All 
we want to do is enjoy our open spaces. 

“When are police going to take this issue 
seriously?” 

Cambridgeshire Police say they are not 
aware of any issues in the country 
park area. A spokesman said: “No 
incidents have been reported to 
us and we regularly patrol that 
area. We would urge people to 
report any offences and any inci¬ 
dents of anti-social behaviour by 
calling 101.”

Fears are raised for 
Sanctuary residents 


MAJOR social housing provider 
Sanctuary Housing is planning to cen¬ 
tralise more of its services - sparking 
fears for some of East Cambridgeshire’s 
most vulnerable residents. 

The company has confirmed it is “pro¬ 
posing to move some responsibilities 
now held locally to a central point” and 
that staff are now being consulted. 

It is not yet known if the changes, if 
approved, will cause any redundancies 
but Sanctuary insists “other opportuni¬ 
ties are opening up”. 

Ely resident Clare Irving said services 
should be kept local as changes such as 
bedroom tax and other council tax 
reforms start to come in. 

She said: “Sanctuary Housing is mov¬ 
ing more and more local services away 
to customer centres in the Midlands and 
to other contractors across the country. 

“With bedroom tax and other reforms 
coming in how will this improve servic¬ 
es to local residents and what have 
Sanctuary put in place to make sure that 
local issues are understood by people 
answering the phone hundreds of miles 
away?” 
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Sanctuary’s offices in St Mary’s Street, 
Ely, closed down last year after being 
sold to a major hotel developer. 

The company’s offices have since been 
moved out to the Lancaster Way Business 
Park in Witchford with some face-to- 
face staff working from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
(ECDC) offices. 

Despite being predominantly East 
Cambridgeshire based, the firm’s call 
centre is now located 
in Banbury, 

Oxfordshire. 

Clare said: “The 
“local” office is now 
based on a remote 
business park with 
face-to-face access 
only available at ECDC 
offices away from staff 
who can actually carry 
out the actions needed 
by tenants. 

“The call centre is at 


Banbury staffed by people who have 
probably never been to Ely and sur¬ 
rounding villages.” 

Emma Keegan, head of housing opera¬ 
tions for Sanctuary, confirmed more 
services could be centralised, which she 
says is part of “continuous improve¬ 
ment” plans. 

She said: “The changes are proposals at 
this stage and out for consultation with 
our staff and as such redundancies 
haven’t been confirmed. 

“Even though we’re proposing to move 
some responsibilities held locally to a 
central point, other 
opportunities are opening 
up. For example, we’re 
looking to move away 
from external mainte¬ 
nance contractors, and 
are expanding our own in 
house repairs teams to 
provide an improved ser¬ 
vice to our tenants. 

“This is a process of con¬ 
tinuous improvement, in 
response to feedback from 
our tenants.”

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Firm’s fight 
against 
vandalism 
at quarry 

SECURITY can be beefed up 
at a quarry thanks to a deci¬ 
sion made by planners. 

Aggregate company Mick 
George Ltd had put a static 
‘security caravan’ at Witcham 
Meadlands Quarry in Block 
Fen Drove, near Mepal, with¬ 
out applying for planning per¬ 
mission. 

The firm then applied to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council for retrospective 
planning permission, which 
has been approved. 

In a statement to planners, 
the company said it was being 
forced to employ permanent 
security staff at its sites across 
the region and to house them 
in static caravans following 
more than £120,000 worth of 
damage in the last three 
months. 

The company said: “The 
location of this caravan is 
such that it is not obtrusive 
although it will play a poten¬ 
tially important role in deter¬ 
ring the theft or damage to 
valuable items of plant and 
equipment.” 

The firm is allowed to have 
the caravan on site until 2018.

Tributes paid to former 
PM Baroness Thatcher 


POLITICAL leaders from across 
Cambridgeshire have paid tribute 
to former Prime Minister 
Baroness Thatcher. 

Mrs Thatcher, the longest-serv¬ 
ing British Prime Minister of the 
20th century, died on Monday 
morning following a stroke. 

MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Sir fim Paice, was 
a junior MP during the final years 
of Mrs Thatcher’s premiership. 

Sir Jim said: “Her passing marks 
the end of an incredible era in 
British politics. 

“I went into politics with her as 
the leader of the Conservative 
party in opposition and I became 
an MP when she was Prime 
Minister. 
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“She had her critics but even her 
critics admired her tenacity and 
determination of purpose. 

“There is no question that she 
changed the face of British politics 
- she turned the country around 
when it needed to be.” 

Mrs Thatcher had paid a number 
of visits to Cambridgeshire over 
the years including to Ely in 1989. 

Andrew Lansley, the MP for South 
Cambridgeshire and Leader of the 
House of Commons, served as 
Baroness Thatcher’s director of 
research in the last year of her pre¬ 
miership, a role which meant he 
spent an hour with her every 


Monday morning. 

He said: “It was quite staggering 
to see how her mind worked. She 
always had a clear compass to steer 
by. It was her defining characteris¬ 
tic.” 

Mr Lansley was also civil service 
private secretary to cabinet minis¬ 
ter Norman Tebbit when the then 
industry secretary was injured in 
the IRA bombing of the Grand 
Hotel in Brighton during the 
Conservative Party conference in 
1984 - a blast which left Mr Tebbit’s 
wife Margaret permanently disa¬ 
bled. 

Mr Lansley said he had seen at 
first hand how Baroness Thatcher 
had supported the Tebbit family, 
and described her as the “kindest 


woman you could want to meet” in 
private. 

He added: “We have to acknowl¬ 
edge that in her premiership, she 
transformed the country. 

“In 1979, when she took office, 
Britain was described as the ‘sick 
man of Europe’, but by the time she 
left office, that situation had com¬ 
pletely changed, and people 
admired what she had done and 
wanted to emulate it.” 

Cllr Nick Clarke, the leader of 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
added: “An icon of strong leader¬ 
ship and of common sense, Mrs 
Thatcher led this country out of 
the dark days of the 1970s. She will 
forever be held up as one of the 
great leaders of all times.”

IT is most disappointing that the Environment 
Agency has prevented public access to parts of 
Roswell Pits, citing health and safety reasons 
and the possibility of damage to fossils. 

Roswell Pits is a former industrial site, which 
means that industrial cranes and diggers were 
used to excavate clay. Does the EA, of all agen¬ 
cies, really believe that dog walkers or fisher¬ 
men could cause anywhere near the amount of 
damage to fossils than those machines? In 
addition, fossil hunters have been visiting the 
site for 200 years, so it seems a bit late in the 
day to close it now. 

With regards to the health and safety issues, 
surely a sign advising caution about the banks 
and relevant liability information would suf¬ 
fice? The area is supposed to be part of ECDC’s 
Country Park, after all.

How could they approve this? 

I AM sure that Cllrs Ambrose-Smith, Morris 
and Wright would be among the first to con¬ 
demn those who flout the law. They would 
probably be very happy to see law-breakers 
fined or jailed. 

Surprisingly then, at the recent hearing into 
the licence application for the new hotel in St 
Mary’s Street, these ECDC sub-committee 
members became law-breakers themselves. It 
was as if three cowboys had ridden into town 
and robbed the people living around St Mary’s 
Lodge of their personal comfort and residen¬ 
tial amenity. 

Messrs Ambrose-Smith, Morris and Wright 
had refused invitations to inspect the site from 
our side. Cllr Wright said he ‘was familiar with 
the area’... so he’s been to Ely before. 

The three chose not to retire and consider 
this serious matter carefully. lust a few sec¬ 


onds after hearing out the applicant, officers 
and residents’ representative (I said little more 
than a request for them to observe the law) 
they decided to grant the hotel a licence on the 
hotel’s terms. Indeed, it looked almost as if 
their minds had been made up before the 
hearing began. 

Like its Section 182 Guidance Notes 2012, the 
Licensing Act 2003 is written in plain English. 
The licensing authority must follow clear rules, 
but the three chose to disregard them. They 
cannot plead ignorance, which is no excuse in 
law, because copies of the guidance notes were 
actually in the hearing information pack. 
Curiously though, I realised only later, these 
packs did not include the residents’ proposals 
sent to ECDC 10 days before the hearing. I can 
only suppose that we appeared too dangerous¬ 
ly reasonable. 

The law required this sub-committee to rec¬ 
ognise that the licensing conditions ECDC 
officers had previously ‘agreed’ with the hotel 
could not be reconciled with the provisions of 
the Act: 

1 They should have focussed on the effect of 
the activities on people living in the area 
around the premises which may be dispropor¬ 
tionate and unreasonable. The issues will 
mainly concern noise nuisance, etc. Instead, 
they will allow noisy wedding parties to con¬ 
tinue outside in the hotel gardens until 01:30 
seven days a week, only a dozen paces from 
bedroom windows in private homes. 

2 They should have taken into account low- 
level nuisance, perhaps affecting only a few 
people living locally, where its effect is prejudi¬ 
cial to health. Residents over a wide area here 
will now suffer sleep deprivation. The day after 
late wedding parties, people here will still have 
to rise early for work and their children for 
school. 

3 To prevent noise nuisance, they should 
have ensured that doors and windows of the 
premises are kept closed after a particular 
time. Instead, during entertainment until 
01:30, they allowed drinkers to go in and out of 
bar and function room 

4 The approach of licensing authorities 
should be one of prevention of nuisance. 
Instead, they said we should wait a year or two 
to see how it worked out, though they probably 
won’t like it if we keep them personally 
informed about situations right up to 01:30 on 
any night of the year. 

5 It is perfectly reasonable to impose a condi¬ 
tion that requires the licence holder to respect 
the rights of people living nearby to a peaceful 
night. They chose not do so. 

Cllr Morris initially mumbled the decision, as 
if he had just had a sudden revelation that this 
was all very wrong. It was. 

In his capacity as chairman of the full 
Licensing Committee, Cllr Tony Goodge wrote 
a letter dated 19 February, 2013, to The Rt Hon 
Sir lames Paice MP assuring him that the 
licence application would be dealt with in 
accordance with the Licensing Act 2003 and 
Section 182 Guidance. What a pity he did not 
tell the robbers that.

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Dead body: 
Calls for 
an inquiry 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE Police 
should be “made to answer” 
after the body of a missing man 
lay undiscovered in a van for 
four months. 

Horrified residents say the 
force should be made subject to 
an Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
investigation after the man’s 
body took so long to be found. 

As reported in the News, the 
body of 42-year-old Cambridge 
man Paul O’Brien was found in 
the back of a vehicle in a break¬ 
er’s yard after it was towed away 
from the Lazy Otter pub car park 
near Stretham. 

The van had been there from 
around late October until the 
end of February but despite calls 
by the owner of the pub to the 
police, who had a description of 
the distinct maroon van with his 
mobile number on it, no-one 
came to look at it. 

Annette Gwinnett, owner of the 
Lazy Otter, described the inci¬ 
dent as “tragic” and said police 


would not attend as they said the 
van was parked on private land. 

Littleport resident Peter Wilde 
insists an IPCC inquiry needs to 
be held. He said: “Police knew 
this man was missing and were 
called about the van numerous 
times. 

“It is shocking yet sadly not sur¬ 
prising that it took so long for his 
body to be found. The police 
should be made to answer over 
what can only be described as a 
shocking level of incompetence.” 

Jason Maher, of Ely Road, 
Stretham, said: “It horrifies me 
to think that a dead body lay just 
a short distance from my home. 
The police should be ashamed of 
themselves for not responding to 
the calls made by the Lazy Otter.” 

A spokesman for 

Cambridgeshire Police said the 
incident has not been referred to 
the IPCC “at this stage”, adding: 
“The handling of the report is 
being reviewed and the findings 
will be passed to the coroner for 
inclusion in the inquest.”

Social housing 
plans approved 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build a 
new affordable housing scheme 
on land off one of Ely’s busiest 
roads have been given the green 
light. 

Major social housing provider 
Sanctuary Housing has secured 
planning permission to build a 
total of 19 new homes on land in 
The Gardens, off Lynn Road. 

The decision by planners at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council will see eight flats, nine 
two-bedroom houses and two 
three-bedroom houses being 
built on the land, which used to 
be an orchard. 

The approval comes despite 
numerous concerns from resi¬ 
dents, who insist the scheme is 
“overly dense” and that Lynn 
Road cannot cope with any extra 
traffic. 

In a letter to the council, Mark 
Deas, of Williams Close, said: 
“The scheme is overly dense. The

applicant claims the scheme has 
been designed to be in-keeping 
with the neighbouring environ¬ 
ment but we do not see how the 
proposal can be considered to 
compromise an appropriate 
density, layout or style of hous¬ 
ing in the context of the local 
area.” 

Mr Deas said that with around 
3,000 new homes set to be built 
near the Princess of Wales 
Hospital over the coming years, 
it would be “more appropriate to 
preserve the existing green spac¬ 
es between the city and the 
urban extension”. 

The City of Ely Council was 
also urging planners to refuse 
the scheme. Tracey Coulson, the 
council’s clerk, said: “The city 
council recommends refusal on 
the grounds of overdevelopment 


of the site and unsafe access 
onto Lynn Road. 

“This is a busy main route into 
the city and members felt the 
additional traffic from this new 
development would put an addi¬ 
tional strain on this road.” 

In its application, Sanctuary 
Housing bosses said the devel¬ 
opment would “integrate” into 
the context of surrounding 
houses. 

The firm said: “The choice of 
brick and smooth render as the 
predominant building material 
is consistent with surrounding 
properties in the area which 
helps to integrate the new devel¬ 
opment into the context of Lynn 
Road.” 

All 19 homes will be social 
housing and will be a mixture of 
socially-rented units and shared 
ownership. Building work must 
now commence within the next 
three years. 


Decision on boathouse now lies with council 


TIME is now up for people to 
have their say on contentious 
plans to build a new university 
boathouse in Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council received a total of 224 
comments from members of the 
public or organisations, of which 
81 per cent were against the 
scheme. 

Of the 43 supporters, 35 per 


cent are from East Cambs. Out of 
the 181 objectors, 88 per cent are 
from East Cambs. 

The plans have been submitted 
by Cambridge University Boat 
Club, Cambridge University 
Women’s Boat Club and 
Cambridge University 

Lightweight Rowing Club, and 
involve building a new boat¬ 
house at Fore Mill Wash. 


The applicants say the develop¬ 
ment would offer improved facil¬ 
ities not only for the university 
clubs but also for local rowing 
clubs and residents, but the 
scheme has been at the centre of 
controversy ever since it was 
submitted - mainly over the 
impact it could have on wildlife. 

The decision now lies with 
planners at the district council. 
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Anger over 
rubbish left 
by traders 


MARKET traders are being blast¬ 
ed for the “ridiculous” amounts of 
litter they are leaving behind. 

Angry residents are calling on 
traders to clean up their rubbish 
when they pack up their stalls and 
to be “more considerate”. 

Veolia is currently contracted to 
clean the Market Place after every 
market has finished, and traders 
usually leave their waste in piles 
for collection. 

But residents say the market 
square has been left looking “like a 
bomb has hit it” in recent weeks 
once traders have gone. 

Diane Aley, of Ely’s Stour Green, 
said the situation had got worse. 

“Usually you’d walk 
through the square 
shortly after the traders 
had left or even when 
they’re packing away and 
you could hardly tell 
they’ve been. 

“In the last few weeks 
the amount of rubbish 
left behind has been 
unbelievable and it’s not 
because the rubbish men

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are leaving it behind as they’re 
there straight away to clean it up. 

“The traders need to be more 
considerate of our city centre and 
take home their rubbish.” 

A city centre shopkeeper, who 
asked not to be named, said the 
high winds last Thursday had 
caused a lot of the traders’ rubbish 
to blow outside his business. 

He said: “Okay it was windy but 
the amount of rubbish outside my 
door was ridiculous. 

“There were cardboard boxes 
and bits of plastic, and it 
had all come off the 
Market Place. 

“It certainly doesn’t 
paint a nice picture of our 
city centre having all that 
rubbish blowing around.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said no com¬ 
plaints had been made to 
the local authority.

Matt, who has since had another 
daughter, Esme, aged 9 months, said: “It 
was a terrifying time for my wife 
Rebekah and I when Caitlin was born.

Shoppers welcome 
decision over Lidl 


SHOPPERS are celebrating news that 
another out-of-town store will be built 
in Ely. 

Residents have described the decision 
to allow German supermarket chain Lidl 
to open in the city as “extremely posi¬ 
tive”. 

Janice Staplehurst, of Ely’s Back Hill, 
said: “I live fairly close to where this new 
store will be built and I couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier. 

“Ely has plenty of supermarkets but it 
really doesn’t have many stores like the 
one Lidl is proposing. 

“It is frightening how many homes 
have been built in the city in recent years 
and we need as many shops and busi¬ 
nesses as we can to support the ever¬ 
growing population.” 

As previously reported, Lidl has now 
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been given permission by the Planning 
Inspectorate to build a non-food store in 
Angel Drove, where EMG Ford premises 
currently are. 

The massive firm has 
been trying to move into 
Ely for about six years but 
has always had its plans 
rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The decision by the 
Planning Inspectorate 
means Lidl can build its 
store when EMG Ford 
moves out, which is likely 


to be within the next two years. When it 
opens it will sell DIY goods, carpets, pet 
products, furniture and electrical and 
gas appliances. 

Ben Lewin, from Queen Adelaide, said: 
“News that Lidl is coming to Ely is 
extremely positive. 

“No doubt city centre shops will say 
stores like this will have a 
detrimental effect on the 
town centre but it won’t. 

“It doesn’t in places like 
King’s Lynn and it won’t in 
Ely.” 

Lidl says it is now review¬ 
ing its current position 
“prior to moving forward”. 

The news comes just 
weeks after rival store Aldi 
opened in Lisle Lane.

But he is now back and is 
entertaining the crowds in another 
area of The Cloisters, close to fash¬ 
ion store Peacocks and Carrington’s 
restaurant. 

A member of staff from 
Carrington’s, who did not want to 
be named, said: “He’s been per¬ 
forming near our door for a few 
days now. 

“It’s a shame as he’s clearly quite 
poor and is only trying to earn a 
living but we’re all getting really 
irritated. 

“He plays the same monotonous 


tunes over and over and you find 
yourself going home at night with 
the tunes still in your head. 

“We haven’t complained to the 
council yet but we’re going to have 
to if it continues as 
our customers 
have also com¬ 
mented on how 
annoying it is.” 

Staff from 
Peacocks are also 
becoming agitat¬ 
ed. 

One employee 
said: “He just per¬ 
forms the same 
music time and 
time again. 


“The council should stop him 
from playing in the city centre 
altogether that way he won’t be 
able to annoy anyone.” 

The accordion player hit the 
headlines last summer as he, a 
woman and a younger 
man, believed to be his 
son, were caught sleep¬ 
ing in a tent in Jubilee 
Gardens. They were 
moved on by the dis¬ 
trict council and 
police. 

A council spokes¬ 
man said the author¬ 
ity had not received 
any complaints about 
the man since December.

I can’t understand 
why they didn’t just keep 
a small area of Soham’s 
open while they carried 
out the work so that peo¬ 
ple could still come and 
go.” 

Beth Robinson, of 
Paddock Street, added: “I 
had to drive all the way to 
Ely on Thursday just to 
send a parcel. When I got 
there the post office 


queue was out the door 
and it took me almost an 
hour to get to the kiosk. 
It’s a joke.” 

A Post Office spokesman 
apologised for the incon¬ 
venience but said the 
company could not allow 
customers into the branch 
while building work was 
being carried out. 

The new-look branch is 
due to re-open on 
Monday.

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Soham 

planning 

appeal 

dismissed 

CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
two new homes in a cul-de- 
sac in Soham have been 
refused on appeal. 

It was in May last year that 
David Gowing applied for 
planning permission to build 
two two-bedroom, semi¬ 
detached dwellings at 75, Mill 
Corner. 

The plans were rejected by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in August and in 
October Mr Gowing lodged an 
appeal against the council’s 
decision with the Secretary of 
State. 

The appeal has now been 
dismissed, meaning the devel¬ 
opment has again been 
refused. 

In his report, planning 
inspector Andrew Dale said 
building two new homes on 
the land would be “over devel¬ 
opment” of the site and that it 
could change the character of 
the residential area. 

He said: “The appeal 
scheme would replicate the 
simple, uncluttered designs of 
the original semi-detached 
cottages on this cul-de-sac. 
However, it would be far less 
successful in spatial terms. 

“The resulting development 
would appear cramped in this 
street scene and in this part 
of the conservation area.” 


Dog mess scheme 
backed by villagers

VILLAGERS fed-up with 
dog mess blighting their 
streets are throwing 
their weight behind a 
charity’s idea to tackle 
the issue. 

Phil Malkin, founder of 
the Young People 
Littleport (YPL) charity, 
wants to set up a volun¬ 
tary dog mess collection 
service in Littleport. He 
says residents would be 
able to call YPL and vol¬ 
unteers would aim to 
clean the mess within an 
hour. 

But, as reported, health 
and safety chiefs at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council are refusing to 
endorse the scheme 
insisting there is a “very 
real health risk”. 

The council’s reaction 
has angered residents, 
who insist the authority 
is not doing enough to 
tackle the issue of dog 
faeces in the village. 

Malcolm Aldhouse, of 
Victoria Street, said: 
“Surely leaving dog mess 
to lie in the street for 
days on end is more of a 
health risk than some 
volunteers quickly pick-

ing it up in a bag? 

“As ever, over-the-top 
health and safety rules 
could get in the way of 
something which really 
would benefit the whole 
community. The council 
keeps saying it is doing 
all it can to educate dog 
owners but it really isn’t 
working.” 

Sheila Clarey, of Ashley 
Gardens, said: “Hats off 
to Phil Malkin for com¬ 
ing up with this idea. Our 
streets are rife with dog 
dirt and the dog bins are 
not being emptied 
enough. The council 
should admit they’ve 
failed to make any pro¬ 
gress and let YPL have a 
go.”

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Fears over 
plans for 
10 homes 


PLANS to demolish a car dealer¬ 
ship and build 10 homes in its 
place are causing concern. 

Colin Every, owner of independ¬ 
ent Volvo dealership, Kings of 
Witcham, based in The Slade, 
Witcham, applied for planning 
permission to develop the site in 
December. The proposals involve 
demolishing all the facilities on 
the site and building 10 new homes 
in their place. 

Meanwhile Mr Every would re¬ 
locate the business somewhere 
else in East Cambridgeshire where 
the “visibility” of the company 
would be “improved”. 

But residents in The Slade are 
urging East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to refuse the 
proposals, insisting the 
village cannot cope with 
the extra homes and 
that the development 
would have an over¬ 
bearing impact on their 
homes. 

Trevor Sulman, of The 
Slade, said: “10 dwellings

in The Slade is not in-keeping with 
the current housing.” He added: 
“The village has no infrastructure 
to meet the requirements of 10 
extra dwellings. 

“The sewer on The Slade is 
already proven to be inadequate to 
cope with the current population 
of the village.” 

Nigel Hailstone, of The Slade, 
said he and his wife would con¬ 
sider moving if the development 
was approved. 

In a letter to planners, he said: 
“There would be a significant 
block to the light entering the rear 
and side of our bungalow and 
one of the larger properties 
at the rear of the site 
would look directly into 
our garden from the 
second floor. The effects 
this development would 
have on our lifestyle 
would lead us to consider 
re-locating.”

AS Michael Frayn’s farce Noises Off heads for the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, Ella Walker speaks to one 
of the show’s stars, Saffron Walden actor Simon 
Bubb... 

"KEVIN Spacey came to see our first night/' says 
Simon humbly. "He was very nice to me - I'd had 
my big break out of the Old Vic - he was very 
proud that I was coming back for a show with 
them." 

The local lad - Simon grew up in Rickling 
Green, just outside Saffron Walden - is starring 
in Michael Frayn's Noises Off, alongside Neil 
Pearson, above. Put on by the Old Vic, it's a farce 
of face-aching, stomach-wobbling hilarity playing 
at Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

After throwing himself into school plays, the 
charming and eloquent actor went on to study 
English at Manchester University and got stuck 
into the drama society where "people just sort 
of said, actually you're good, you should try and 
train professionally". 

So he did, spending two years at what was the 
Webber Douglas Academy of Dramatic Art in 
London before trying his luck on the stage. 

It was the 24-hour plays, an idea introduced by 
Kevin Spacey, the Old Vic's artistic director, in 
2005 that offered him his 'big break' and well and 
truly kick-started his theatre career. 

"You've got actors, writers and directors, who 
have 24-hour periods in which to create several 
little plays from nothing," Simon explains. "The 
writers write it out of nowhere and the actors 
have to learn it and rehearse it and that night they 
put it on. They did it with celebrities and then they 
did it with up-and-coming people in the theatre so 
I auditioned for that and got in." 


It was a springboard that led to him working in 
a range of RSC and National Theatre productions, 
including St Joan with director Marianne Elliott, 
who was also about to start working on a little 
production called War Horse. 

"I'd always wanted to do something set in the 
First World War so I wrote to Marianne and said 
'Please think of me if you're casting'.'' Fortunately 
for him, she did - and Simon found all 6ft 3in of 
him cast in the uniformed role of Captain Stewart. 

"It was, yeah, it was just amazing," says Simon 
with a hint of wistfulness. " I remember the first 
day of rehearsals, we were all in the rehearsal 
room, and before we did anything they got the 
puppeteers to step inside and take the horses 
round the room. The whole room just went quiet 
and I think we, well I, realised then, that this might 
be something special. 

In Noises Off he plays Tim Allgood, the hapless 
company stage manager of Nothing On (the 
ramshackle play within the play). He first saw the 
play 10 years ago, and admits: "I've literally never 
laughed so much in the theatre. It's the funniest 
thing I've ever seen. I think it was just one of 
those things, when you've seen something like 
that you think it must be so much fun to be in. 

"It is an incredibly technically difficult thing 
to pull off. It's like learning a really complicated 
dance routine almost, because the whole of the 
second act is pretty much done in silence but has 
millions of little moves where everything has to be 
in exactly the right place."

The Place Beyond The Pines 
(15,141 mins) 

THE sins of fathers are 
revisited upon the sons in 
Derek Cianfrance’s doom¬ 
laden triptych, which 
reunites the award-winning 
writer-director with his Blue 
Valentine star Ryan Gosling. 

The Place Beyond The Pines 
is a slow-burning meditation 
on crime and punishment, 
which treats the morally 
flawed characters with 
sensitivity, never condemning 
them for their reckless and 
sometimes immoral actions. 

Violence begets more 
violence, dishonesty sows 
the seeds of guilt and regret; 
no one escapes the melee 
unscathed. 

Cianfrance's penchant 
for intimate, emotionally 
raw scenes serves him well 
here too and he elicits 
eye-catching performances, 
particularly from Gosling, 
which paper over the cracks 
in his haphazard plotting. 

The ambition and scope of 
this picture far exceeds Blue 
Valentine, which chronicled 
the breakdown of a marriage 
in painful close-up. 

However, for all of the 
sinewy plot threads and 
frenetic action sequences, 
including bank robberies and 
a high-speed motorcycle 
chase through a cemetery, it 
never quite revs its engine at 
top speed. 

Fearless motorcyclist Luke 
Glanton (Gosling, pictured) 
is part of a stunt show in a 


travelling circus. He moves 
from town to town, and 
potentially from girl to girl, 
without ever laying down 
roots. 

By chance, Luke learns that 
he has fathered a son by one 
former conquest, Romina 
(Eva Mendes), who has found 
herself a boyfriend, Kofi 
(Mahershala Ali), to provide 
stability for the infant. 

Luke plots to supplant Kofi 
as the man of the house 
and joins forces with a 
mechanic called Robin (Ben 
Mendelsohn) to raise the 
necessary cash by robbing 
banks. 

Luke gets a taste for life 
on the wrong side of the law 
and Robin warns his partner- 


in-crime to slow down: "If 
you ride like lightning, you're 
going to crash like thunder.'' 

Enterprising cop Avery 
Cross (Bradley Cooper) is in 
the right place at the right 
time to apprehend Luke 
during a botched robbery, 
and 15 years later, the men's 
wayward offspring, AJ (Emory 
Cohen) and Jason (Dane 
DeHaan), are flung together 
with violent consequences. 

The Place Beyond The Pines 
is impeccably crafted and 
Mike Patton's orchestrations 
beautifully underscore the 
inner turmoil, although the 
140-minute running time 
sometimes feels like more of 
an indulgence than dramatic 
necessity.

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Perfect 

for patio 

WONDERING what to put in your patio 
containers this summer? My pansies and 
violas are looking so forlorn I’m already 
thinking I’ll ditch them in favour of some 
higher achievers in this unpredictable 
British weather. 

Help is at hand, in the form of a new trial 
from Which? Gardening , the Consumers' 

Association magazine, which last summer 
tested 47 new varieties of plants for 
containers or hanging baskets, bought as 
plugs or young plants in April and then 
planted into suitable containers. 

The young plants were grown under 
cover until the threat of frost had gone and 
planted in container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The trial found that the easy-care 
plants which produced plenty of blooms 
included Argyranthemum 'Yellow Empire' 

(Mr Fothergill's), a classic marguerite with 
bright yellow daisy-like flowers which - 
with some deadheading - produced masses 
of flowers throughout the summer. 

Another winner, which combined 
well with the marguerites, was Bacopa 
Atlas' (Dobies, Mr Fothergill's, Suttons), 
a blue and white variety which makes 
a background for blowsier plants in a

power 

variety with velvety flowers, which 
continued to flower until the trial ended in 
October. 

If you want to grow flowers for cutting, 
have a go with Dianthus 'Green Trick', an 
unusual hybrid sweet William with large, 
fuzzy green heads, which last at least 10 
days in a vase. 

There are ways to help your patio plants 
along. Use big pots, if you can, so there are 
more nutrients for the plants to root out, 
and the more compost there is, the more 
water is retained. 

Water the compost thoroughly rather 
than little and often, to allow the water 
to seep deep into the pot and encourage 
healthy root growth, rather than just 
wetting the surface. 

Make sure your compost doesn't dry out 
because it can be difficult to rehydrate. If 
you are using hanging baskets or smaller 
pots, they may recover if you dunk the 
base in a bucket of water for a while, to 
allow the water to soak the compost from 
below.
